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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-36) in Paper No. 
20031208 (file date of 12-8-03) is acknowledged. Please note the additional restriction 
resulting from this election: 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-34, drawn to a plastic optical element producing method and a 
plastic optical element producing apparatus, classified in class 264, 
subclass 1.1+. 

II. Claims 35 and 36, drawn to a product-by-process plastic optical element, 
classified in class 359, subclass 642. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product made (i.e. the plastic optical 
element) can be made by a materially different process, such as etching or dipping or 
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coating processes. 

However, should the Invention of Group I be elected, and the process of making 
of claims 1 and 18 found to be allowable, the withdrawn product-by-process claims 
which include all the limitations of the allowable process claims will be rejoined. At such 
time, it will have been determined that the process step limitations are critical to the 
patentability of the product-by-process, wherein these claims will need to be rejoined. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
